Birth  rate,  death  rate  and  case  rates  for  certain  infectious  diseases 
are  "based  on  the  population  figure  of  35?030,  and  both  birth  and  death  rates  shew 
the  corrected  figure  after  the  application  of  the  comparability  factory  1.00  in 
the  case  of  the  birth  rate  and  1.14  fo3?  the  death  rate. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  570  as  compared 
■dth  597  live  births  in  1951?  a decrease  of  27,  The  birth  rate  for  the  year  being 
16,3  per  1000  of  the  hom.e  population  as  cogipared  with  a rate  of  17,1  per  1000  in 
1951?  whilst  the  birth  rate  in  England  and  Wales  is  15o3  per  1000  of  the  home  popu- 
lation as  com.pared  Y/ith  a rate  cf  15»5  1951 « So  that  whilst  the  birth  rate  in 

the  Hawarden  Rural  District  shews  a fall,  it  is  still  higher  than  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales, 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  during  the  year  was  319? 
aw  compared  with  394  deaths  in  1951?  e decrease  of  75»  "^he  corrected  death  rate 
for  1951  is  10,4  per  1000  of  the  population  as  compared  T/ith  a rate  of  11,3  per 
1000  for  England  and  Wales  and  a rate  of  12,8  per  1000  for  the  District  in  1951 • 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  26,3  per  1000  live  births  as  compared 
with  a rate  of  23,4  in  1951?  and  a rate  for  England  and  Wa,les  in  the  year  under 
review  of  27,6  per  1000  live  births.  There  were  I5  deaths  of  infants  under  1 
year  of  age  an  increase  of  1 over  the  numiber  of  infant  deaths  in  1951 » A table 
analysing  the  causes  of  infantile  deaths  v;ith  further  comments  is  embodied  in  the 
report. 


The  principal  cause  of  death  was  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system,  6f  the  319  deaths  during  the  j^ear  I48  occurred  from  'disease  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system  (17-21  inclusive  in  the  Table  - Causes  of  Death)  that  is 
46,4^  of  all  deaths,  Ca,ncer  (all  forms)  accounted  for  65  which  is  20.4?^  of  all 
deaths,,  so  that  together  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  accounted 
for  213  or  66,8^  of  all  deaths,  this  percentage  figure  being  the  same  as  last  year. 
Lung  cancer  fell  from  I4  in  1951  "to  4 in  1952,  Again  a note  on  cancer  deaths 
has  been  included  in  the  report. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  5i«4^  occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of 

70  years,  whilst  31 oO^  of  the  total  fell  in  the  age  groups  45~69  years,  so  that 

82,4^  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of  45  years. 

Tuberculosis  wa.s  the  cause  of  death  in  7 persons,  a rate  for  the  District 

of  0,19  per  1000  of  the  home  population  as  compared  v/ith  a rate  of  0,24  for  England 

and  v%les,  A further  note  on  Tuberculsosis  deaths  has  been  embodied!  in  the  report. 

For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  there  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria, 
nor  was  any  confirmed  case  notified, 

"With  regard  to  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases,  measles,  whooping 
cough,  and  scarlet  fever  shewed  a decrease  in  1952  as  compared  v/ith  1951  and  in  all 
cases  the  rate  for  the  District  was  loY/er  than  that  for  Engle.nd  and  Wales.  For 
measles  the  number  notified  v/as  72  as  compai-ed  mth  389  in  1951  giving  a rate  of  2,05 
per  1000  of  the  population  as  compared  v/ith  a rate  of  8,86  per  1000  for  England 
and  Wales, 


Scarlet  Fever  v/ith  52  notifications  as  compared  v/ith  69  in  1951  gave  a 
rate  of  1,48  per  1000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  a rate  of  1,53  for  England 
and  Wales, 


Whooping  cough  with  62  cases  notified  as  compared  with  110  cases  in  1951 
gave  a rate  for  the  District  1,77  por  1000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  the 
rate  for  England&Wales  of  2,61  per  1000, 

Pneumonia  shewed  a fall  in  the  number  notified  during  the  year,  18  as 
against  25  in  I95I , , the  rate  being  0,51  per  1000  of  the  population  a,s  compared 
with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  0,72  per  1000,

There  were  no  casoe  of  Poliomyelitis , Diphtheria  or  Pood  Poisoning 
in  the  District  during  the  year.  ^ 

Your  Health  Department  continued  its  active  interest  in  housing, 
and  again  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  continued  their  work  of  inspections  and 
enquiries  into  the  environmental  conditions  of  the  applicants  for  Council  houses.

Of  the  10  hahies  who  died  under  the  age  of  4 weeks , 6 were  hoys  and  4 were 
girls.  In  all  these  cases  skilled  medical  attention  had  been  given  at  birth 
and  all  deaths  occurred  in  Hospital  or  Nursing  Home.  Their  ages  at  death 
ranged  from  1 hour  to  4 days . 

In  all  these  babies  the  cause  of  death  was  either  congenital  malformation 
or  prematurity  or  a combination  of  the  two.  Two  died  from  anencephaly  and 
one  from  pirlmonary  atelectosis.  Three  from  pulmonai-y  abelcotosis  together 
with  prematurity  and  the  other  three  from  prematurity.  Not  one  of  these 
deaths  can  be  termed  avoidable. 

Of  the  5 infants  under  the  age  of  1 year  but  over  the  age  of  4 weeks,  who 
died  during  the  year,  3 v;ere  boys  and  2 were  girls.  Their  ages  ranged  from 
4 v/eeks  to  8 months.  All  died  from  acute  respiratory  infection  - broncho 
pneumonia  in  four  children  and  bronchitis  in  the  other.  Three  of  these 
also  had  gastro  enteritis.  Two  died  in  hospital  and  three  at  home. 

The  low  infantile  mortality  rate  continues,  the  rate  for  the  district 
being  26.3  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  a rate  for  England  and 
Wales  of  27.6.

Cancer  deaths  in  1952  shew  a decrease  of  7 from  the  number  of  deaths  from 
this  disease  in  1951. 


Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus  shewed  a decrease  from  I4  in  1951 
to  4 in  1952.  All  were  men  over  the  age  of  60.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the 

stomach  increased  from  10  in  1951  22  in  1952,  but  deaths  from  cancer  of  all 

other  sites  including  breast  and  uterus  shewed  a decrease. 


The  disease  was  spread  widely  over  the  ar^a  and  in  no  v/ay  could  cancer  be 
said  to  be  more  prevalent  in  one  part  of  the  district  than  another. 

All  lung  cancer  deaths  occurred  in  males. 


DEATHS  FROM  TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  there  were  7 deaths  from  tuberculosis  - 5 fi'om  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  2 from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis.  All  deaths  occurred  in 
adults  - 5 males  and  2 females. 

The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  was  0,19  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  1952 
as  compared  with  a rate  of  0,24  for  England  and  /'/ales.  In  1951  there  were  13 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  the  District  'with  a rate  of  0.26  per  1,000  of  the

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  in  the  younger  age  groups  a high 
percentage  of  the  total  deaths  occur  in  hospital.  Of  the  36  males  who  died 
under  the  age  of  45  years,  21  occurred  in  hospital,  and  of  the  20  females  who 
died  under  the  age  of  45  years,  12  died  in  hospital,  a total  of  33  deaths  in 
hospital  out  of  a total  number  of  56  deaths  under  the  age  of  45  years. 

Over  the  age  of  45  years  larger  nimbers  were  involved  and  the  deaths  in 
hospital  though  mmnerically  larger  are  a muoh  lower  percentage  of  the  total 
deaths , Of  the  I48  males  over  the  age  of  45  years  who  died  during  the  year 
45  died  in  hospital,  and  of  the  I5  female  deaths  in  these  older  age  groups  33 
occurred  in  hospital.  Comparative  figures  are  given  for  the  year  1951? 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  deaths  in  hospital  are  approximately 
the  same  in  1952  as  in  1951?  H-e  figures  being  111  in  1952  as  compared  v\^ith 
110  in  1951?  so  that  the  proportion  of  deaths  in  hospita.1  is  higher  in  1952 
since  the  total  deaths  v/as  lower  in  1952  being  319  com-oared  with  394  in 

1951.
